SACRAMENTO (AP)— Cali- 
fornia has been plagued with 
two water problems all through 
its colorful history —either too 
much of it, or too little. 
The story this past two weeks, 
in disastrous floods, was too 
much. 
Nine days of torrential rain 
touched every corner of the 
state, from the traditionally 
wet North Coast to the desert of 
Imperial County. Damage and 
death tolls mounted, especially 
In the usually thirsty south. 
A growing system of dams, 
reservoirs and other flood con* 
trol facilities kept the tolls from 
climbing higher. The U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers claimed to- 
day Us flood control operations 
staved off a potential $1.2 bil- 
lion In damage in Southern Cal- 
ifornia, and up to $33 million 
in the north. 


Before the waters recede ful- 
ly, state officials are taking a 
fresh look at the protection 
afforded by existing flood con- 
trol dams and reservoirs. 


There are major needs In the 
south, said William R. Glanel- 
11, director of the State Water 
Resources Department, in an 
interview. 
"I don't think there is any 


doubt about it. The problem is 
one of economics. If it happens 
only once every 50 years, it's 
hard to justify a single-purpose 
flood control feature." 
Glanelll said the flooding "re- 
quires a re-evaluation of all the 
projects in such terms as spill- 
way capacity on dams and dam 
safety." 
Of the existing facilities, he 
added, "all of them did per- 
form magnificently." 
Ironically, a major flood pre- 
vention facility in Northern Cal- 


ifornia was mammoth Oroville 
Dam, keystone of the $2.75 bil- 
lion State Water Project. The 
project is designed primarily to 
pipe 
surplus 
Northern Cal- 


ifornia water to the South — 
under normal conditions — for 
industrial, municipal and agri- 
cultural use. Southern Califor- 
nia traditionally has been short 
of water to serve Its growing 
population. 


But like most multipurpose 
dams, Oroville has a flood con- 
trol role which is directed by 
the Corps of Engineers. Dedi- 
cated less than a year ago, Oro- 
ville was used for the first time 
last Tuesday In its full flood- 
control capacity. 
"It saved our neck," said 
Oroville Mayor Conrad Weis- 
ker. "It sure helped us a lota- 
round here. It may have saved 
your neck in Sacramento . . . 
We ran water over the spillway. 


It was a sight to see. You can't 
believe that dam filled up the 
way it has," 
Welsker said.

SACRAMENTO (A P )- Cali­ 
fornia has been plagued with 
two water problems all through 
its colorful history —either too 
much of it, or too little. 
The story this past two weeks, 
in disastrous floods, was too 
much. 
Nine days of torrential rain 
touched every corner of the 
state, from the traditionally 
wet North Coast to the desert of 
Imperial County. Damage and 
death tolls mounted, especially 
in the usually thirsty south. 
A growing system of dams, 
reservoirs and other flood con­ 
trol faculties kept the tolls from 
climbing higher. The U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers claimed to­ 
day its flood control operations 
staved off a potential $1.2 bll- 
Hon in damage in Southern Cal­ 
ifornia and up to $33 million 
in the north. 


Before the waters recede ful­ 
ly, state officials are taking a 
fresh look at the protection 
afforded by existing flood con­ 
trol dams and reservoirs. 
There are major needs in the 
south, said William R. Gianel- 
li, director of the State Water 
Resources Department, in an 
interview. 
“ I don’t think there is any 
doubt about it. The problem is 
one of economics. If it happens 
only once every 50 years, it’s 
hard to justify a single-purpose 
flood control feature.’’ 
Gianelll said the flooding “ re ­ 
quires a re-evaluation of all the 
projects in such terms as spill­ 
way capacity on dams and dam 
safety.*’ 
Of the existing facilities, he 
added, “ all of them did per­ 
form magnificenUy.” 
Ironically, a major flood pre­ 
vention facility in Northern Cal­ 


ifornia was mammoth Oroville 
Dam, keystone of the $2.75 bil­ 
lion State Water Project. The 
project is designed primarily to 
pipe 
surplus Northern Cal­ 
ifornia water to the South — 
wider normal conditions — for 
industrial, municipal and agri­ 
cultural use. Southern Califor­ 
nia traditionally has been short 
of water to serve its growing 
population. 
But like most multipurpose 
dams, Oroville has a flood con­ 
trol role which is directed by 
the Corps of Engineers. Dedi­ 
cated less than a year ago, Oro­ 
ville was used for the first time 
last Tuesday in its full flood- 
control capacity. 
“ It saved our neck,” said 
Oroville Mayor Conrad Wels- 
ker. “ It sure helped us alota- 
round here. It may have saved 
your neck in Sacramento . . . 
We ran water over the spillway. 


It was a sight to see. You can’t 
believe that dam filled up the 
way it has,” Weisker said. 
Gov. Reagan and several top 
state officials prepared today to 
fly over portions of California 
hit by the worst floods in 31 
years. 
Damage reports continued to 
come in following nine days of

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Negro Gains Nof Enough 


The Negroes have made some gains In this country over the past 


several years. It can be persuasively argued that these gains have 
not been enough either to satisfy the American conscience or to 
avert further serious social unrest. 


This is brought out by John Herbert of the New York Times in 


a detailed analysis of the situation. The recent efforts of Improve- 
ment have helped many, but have done little or nothing for the 
great Negro Masses both rural and urban. 


Thirty-four per cent of Negroes are below the poverty level, 


as against 10 per cent of the whites. These 1967 figures should be 
set against those for 1960, which showed 55 per cent for Negroes 
and 18 per cent for whites. The poverty level is defined by govern- 
ment as below $3,335 a year for a non-farm family of four. 


The figures are analyzed by Dr. Kenneth B. Clark, a specialist 


in urban conditions, for the Brookings Institution. Ghetto life, says 
Clark, is much the same as it was some years ago. Homicides 
and delinquency are higher than in other Northern areas. Over- 
crowding is on the Increase, with white resistance a barrier to 
betterment. Unemployment is still high despite our general pros- 
perity. 


There are now 22 million Negroes in the United States, com- 


prising 11 per cent of the population. Any country with as large a 
disaffected element as that should — indeed, must — take vigor- 
ous, sustained and compassionate action todealwiththe minority's 
special problems. The gains made by Negroes in recent years must 
be regarded as only the foundation for a structure of equal rights 
and opportunity.

Many Causes For Dizziness

THERE are few more dis- 


tressing

ness. Besides the unpleasant- 
ness of imbalance, there is al- 
most always a sick feeling in 
the pit of the stomach, with 
nausea and occasional vomit- 
ing:.

to feel this may mean an Im- 
pending stroke, a brain tu- 
mor, a cancer or the possible 
loss of hearing. In most In- 
stances their fears are un- 
founded. 


Each year I receive hun- 


dreds of letters from readers 
who write with a sense of 
fear that they "might have 
Meniere's disease." I am con- 
fused as to why this name 
has crept into the layman's 
description of dizziness 
and 


earned with it an extra bur- 
den that Meniere's is a very 
dangerous condition. Perhaps 
we physicians are partially to 
blame, 
because 
the 
name 


Meniere's has been used by 
some as a synonym for dizzi- 
ness It most definitely is not 
—and cannot be used to de- 
scribe all of the many other 
causes of dizziness. 


Meniere's disease Is a pe- 


culiar condition named after 
the man who first described 
it more than a hundred years 
ago. 
At that, time he spoke 


of a very special threesome 
of sudden violent attacks of 
dizziness and head noises, as- 
sociated with chronic, pro- 
gressive deafness. This, and 
this only, is Meniere's dUeas«. 
Now let me point out that 
there will be many readers 
who read these symptoms and 
say "that la exactly what I 
have." Tou will- be wrong' and 
unnecessarily frightened be- 
cause the chances are not one 
in a thousand that you will 
be right

not be confused with head- 
ache, faintness or other symp- 
toms related to the head. Diz- 
ziness is a very definite feel- 
ing or sensation that the per- 
son is standing still and that 
objects are revolving around 
him. 
He may even feel that 


he is revolving- around fixed 
objects or even falling for- 
ward or backwards. 


The center of balance lies 


deep within the inner ear 
where there are three tiny 
semicircular canals w h i c h 
constantly adjust to every po- 
sition of the head or of the 
body. This sensitive balance 
mechanism can be disturbed 
by many abnormal conditions 
in any part of the body. This 
is important to remember. Be- 
cause the center of balance is 
in. the inner ear, it does not 
mean that disease is present 
in this area to account for 
all kinds of dizziness. 


Some of the causes may be: 
1. High and low blood pres- 


sure. 


2. Allergies. 
3. Excessive intake of fluid 


and salt. 


4. Sudden rapid changes of 


position. 


5. Unusual r e a c t i o n s to 


drugs. 


6. Circulatory diseases and 


arteriosclerosis of the blood 
vessels, especially those in the 
brain.

This is a plea tor Mercy. 
The January 23rd icsue of the 


Red Bluff Dally News carries 
a front page report of a case 
In which the firmness of law 
and order are upheld under 
what must be very trying cir- 
cumstances for Judge and Jury. 


The details are as follows: 


A young mother had twice failed 
to appear in court at the time 
she was ordered to appear, re- 
sulting In her arrest twice on a 
bench warrant from the court. 
Now, 
Judged guilty by the Jury, 


and her bail of $2500 forfeited 
by the Court, she faces at least 
three weeks in jail before sen- 
tencing. The report makes no 
allusion to what the sentence 
might be. The nature of her first 
offense—forgery of a $20 check 
last August. 
The second of- 


fense, the failure to appear when 
ordered resulting in the denial 
of further bail. 


This letter agrees that if the 


law and dignity of the Court is 
not faithfully upheld th«n chaos 
and unjustice rampant. 
The 


regular and terse factual re- 
ports in me Daily News testify 
to the efficiency and firmness 
that characterizes this grati- 
fying situation in our County, 
and in this we can take a degree 
of satislation, feeling that much 
more secure in our homes and 
on our streets. This we would 
not change. However, there are 
a few other conditions found in 
this particular case which ought 
to influence some of us more 
mature fathers and mothers to 
recommend to our honored 
Judge a plea of mercy for the 
family. 


First, the report slates that the 


young husband telephoned from 
Manteca stressing the difficulty 
of caring for the couple's three 
small children including a four 
month old baby—which would 
Indicate at the time of the check 
incident, the young woman was 
about eight months pregnant— 
certainly a time when a good 
many women are not always ra- 
tional even when comfortably 
ensconced in their own homes. 
Second, the report states the 
young woman's mother was in 
the Court the other day to see 
her daughter remanded to jail 
without further bail to await 
sentencing. 
Who knows what 


hours of torment and remorse 
the older woman must be going 
through, searching desperately 
wherein she failed her daugh- 
ter's training, what heartache, 
what unceasing r e m o r s e . 
Third, there is the young hus- 
band, baffled, and bewildered, 
over what to do, and bitter at 
all the staggering blows de- 
moralizing and demolishing the 
once happy dream of raising a 
family. Does anyone feel like 
estimating the present odds in 
this family's future? 


It would appear that a recom- 


mendation for mercy in this 
case must come from 
the 


people, for the Court is but 
a servant of the people. With- 
out the plea, hands are tied by 
rules that must be followed if 
order is to be preserved. With 
the plea, the law still stands 
enforced, and the dignity of the 
court Is upheld, but nobility and 
forbearance can be exercised. 
This is surely the people's pre- 
rogative. 
In our high school 


days many of us had occasion to 
read in Shakespeare's Merchant 
of Venice, Portia's plea for 
mercy, "The Quality of Mercy 
is not strained—" 
A 
few 


phrases from 
that 
inspired 


prose express the hope more 
directly—"In the course of jus- 
tice, none of us should see 
salvation" "We do pray for 
mercy, and that same prayer 
doth teach us all to render deeds 
of mercy." 


President Nixon's Inaugural 


address stressed "we will lis- 
ten for the unheard voices." 
Surely the unheard voices of 
many desperate little families 
groping for answers in the 
seething turmoil of the times 
are being reflected in the heart- 
aches right here in our County 
Jail. Sorely these are the times 
when we can remember the 
Master's "Blessed are 
the 


merciful, for they shall obtain 
mercy." The days are coming 
for us all when this prayer 
will be uppermost In our minds. 


What batter moment presents 


Itself to the People of Tehama 
County? Earnestly and humbly, 
I move the Court's mercy In 
this case—1« there a second?

ON THE RIGHT

A 'NEW' CHINA POLICY 
These words are written be- 
fore the Center for the Study of 
Democratic Institutions releas- 
es its recommendations on a 
new China policy, but it is safe 
to predict the thrust of those 
forthcoming recommendations 
— recognize Red China. 
The background of the meet- 
ing being held at Santa Barbara 
is fascinating. Suppose that you 
were a prominent Japanese and 
you wanted, for whatever rea- 
son, to Induce the United States 
to alter its China policy. What 
would you do ? Whom would you 
consult ? Your own government ? 
The 
American ambassador ? 


Congressional leaders? The 
White House?Walter Llppman? 


No, for some reason, the 
prominent Japanese in question 
turned to the Center for the 
Study of Democratic Institutions 
which, obligingly, suspended its 
work on a new constitution for 
the United States (they call 
themselves, over at the Center, 
the New Founding Fathers, ho 
ho), in order to play host to the 
Japanese at a conference for the 
purpose of devising a "New 
China Policy." 
Invited to participate at the 
conference, and indicative of 
just how exploratory the con- 
ference will be, are: Senator 
Mark Hatfleld, the progressive 
Republican; Senator John Sher- 
man Cooper, the other progres- 
sive Republican; Senator Eu- 
gene McCarthy, the most prog- 
ressive Democrat; Senator Ed- 
ward Kennedy, the second most 
progressive Democrat; and, to 
keep those contentious people 
from tearing at each others' 
throats, Arthur Goldberg. Rep- 
resenting the Center for the 
Study of Democratic Institutions 
we have, of course, preeminent- 
ly Dr. Robert Hutchins and 
members of his staff, a typical 
specimen of which is Profes- 
sor Fred Warner Neal, who a 
few years ago was associated 
with the Committee of Corres- 
pondents, which in seeking a new 
foreign policy for the United 
States, recommended unilateral 
disarmament. 


The Japanese visitors are an 
interesting lot. The most prom- 
inent member of the delegation 
is Mr. Alichlro Fujiyama, who 
until early In 1968 was Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs. Mr. Fu- 
jiyama 
resigned his post in 


order to campaign for the lead- 


ership of the Liberal-Democrat 
Party which had he won it, would 
have put him automatically in 
line to become prime mini- 
ster. Having diligently camp- 
aigned for office, he arrived at 
the convention whose 400 dele- 
gates elected not Fujiyama, but 
Sato. When the balloting was an- 
nounced, it transpired that Fuji- 
yama had got one (1) vote, that 
is to say his own. Some people 
wonder that he earned it. 


Another member of the Japan- 
ese delegation is Mr. Tokuma 
Utsunomiya, of the Association 
for the Promotion of Inter- 
national Trade, which organiza- 
tion has as Its single notice- 
able objective increasing trade 
with Red China. 


It all begins to sound like an 
operation, does it not ?But hold, 
there is more to come. The Na- 
tional Committee on United 
States 
China Relations Inc., 


whose 120 members include 
four showcase conservatives, 
all the rest of them being gen- 
tlemen whose China policy var- 
ies from recognize-Red-China 
and pull out of Formosa, to a 
two-China policy (the extreme 
right wing). These folks are 
scheduling a conference of their 
own on a new China policy for 
March 20-21. 


If "law and order" is a code 


word for racism, I divulge the 
code word for let's-recognlee- 
Red -China. It appears in the 
statement of the National Com- 
mittee's Invitation to the March 
Conference, to wit, "Theparti- 
clpants will represent a spec- 
trum of viewpoints on the var- 
ious issues involved in our re- 
lationships with China's 700 
million people." Anytime you 
see a reference anywhere to 
China's having 700 million peo- 
ple, believe me, that means we 
should 
recognize Red China. 


Try it. 


And who will be the principal 
dinner speaker at the March 
conference ? Senator Edward 
Kennedy; — fresh from 
his 


briefing in Santa Barbara. It 
does appear as though Senator 
Kennedy is being prepared to 
take the political leadership 
in the movement to change our 
China policy by repudiating our 
past policy. One wishes that 
these gentlemen, in advocating a 
new China policy, would address 
themselves to Mao tse-Tung, 
rather than to Robert Hutchins 
and Teddy Kennedy.

WASHINGTON — Probably the 
most sobering document Presi- 
dent Nixon has found on his desk 
Is a "Progress Report" on vio- 
lence in America, depicting the 
country In the grip of a fury 
that has erupted on the campus- 
es and exploded In the ghettoes, 
that stalks the streets and may 
even lie In wait for himself 
behind some dark window. 
The unpublished report, pre- 
pared by the National Com- 
mission on the Causes and Pre- 
vention of Violence, raises 
more questions than it answers. 
But seven task forces are still 
digging for the root causes of 
some of 
the most turbulent 


years in American history. 
In the past five years, the re- 
port points out: 


1. "239 violent urbanout- 


bursts, Involving 200,000parti- 
cipants, have resulted in nearly 
8,000 injuries and 191 deaths, 
as well as hundreds of millions 
of dollars in property damage;" 
2. 370 civil rights demonstra- 
tions and 80 counterdemonstra- 
tlons have occurred, involving 
more than a million partici- 
pants; 


3. Hundreds of student dem- 
onstrations "have resulted In 
seizure of university facilities, 
police intervention, riot, prop- 
erty damage and even death"; 
4. Anti-war protests "have 
Involved some 700,000 parti- 
cipants In cities and on campus- 
es throughout the country." 
The commission also cited the 
soaring crime statistics, par- 
ticularly the homicide rate, not- 
ing: "A dramatic contrast may 
be made between Manhattan Is- 
land, with a population of 1.7 
million, which has more hom- 
icides per year than all of Eng- 
land and Wales with a popula- 
tion of five million. And New 
York's homicide rates are by 
no means the highest among 
American cities." 


Concludes the commission: 
"The elimination of all vio- 
lence In a free society is im- 
possible. But the better control 
of illegitimate violence in our

NIXON WILL COOL IT 
Even before President Nixon 


was sworn In, he had decided to 
devote his first 100 days to cool- 
ing the passions that have In- 
flamed the country. He will de- 
liberately 
avoid 
controversy 


and conflict. In the language of 
the streets, he has told inti- 
mates he intends to "cool it." 
The magnitude of the head- 
ache Nixon has inherited is 
summarized in the report on 
violence which the commission 
submitted to President Johnson 
January 9, on the eve of his 
departure. 
We have obtained a bootleg 
copy of the report, which covers 
all forms of American vio- 
lence from political assassi- 
nations to highway accidents. 
Here are some highlights. 


— "The commission has heard 


testimony from student protest 
leaders who defend the legiti- 
macy of violent'law-breaking, 
and who urge that the right- 
ness of the ends they seek and 
the 'illegitimacy' of thepresent 
social order entitle them to op- 
pose both prosecution and pun- 
ishment. It has also heard a 
distinguished academician say 
that from the standpoint of the 
social order it is unwise to 
prosecute and punish every act 
of civil disobedience." 


— "Those who would violate 


valid laws to win rights they are 
now denied must stop to consi- 
der how those rights can be pre- 
served in a society where their 
opponents are free to follow 
the same course. One must ask 
whether any society can survive 
if its members rely on genu- 
ine disobedience to law as a 
source of political energy." 


— "Those who believe in the 


rule of law cannot rest content 
with condemning those whose 
conscience commands them to 
defy the law. Law itself must 
be responsible to social change 
and to the correction of injus- 
tice. Our legal system has not 
yet corrected the injustices our 
society 
inflicts 
on minority 


groups — If respect for law is 
to sustain the social order, we 
need to sharpen the ability of the 
law to clear the paths to peace- 
ful change." 


— "In a democratic society 


where ultimate power resides in 


_ty DREW PEARSON; 
the people, access to the mass 
media Is essential for groups 
desiring peaceful social change. 
If Important, discontented seg- 
ments of our society are denied 
the right to be heard, subsequent 
resort to violence by these 
groups may be perhaps be ex- 
pected. Moreover, if a high 
value seems to be placed by the 
media on conflict and drama, 
perhaps to attract the large au- 
diences necessary to economic 
well-being, this may be a posi- 
tive incentive for groups to en- 
gage in violence. Violence It- 
self may thus become a medium 
of communications, a means of 
access to the market place of 
ideas." 


YOUTH THE KEY? 


— "The key to much of the 


violence In our society seems 
to lie with the young. Our youth 
account for an ever-increasing 
percentage of the population. 
The thrust of much of the group 
protest and collective violence 
— on the campus, in the ghet- 
toes, in the streets — is pro- 
vided by our young people. It 
may be here, with tomorrow's 
generation, that much of the em- 
phasis of our studies and the na- 
tional response should lie." 


— "The intricacies of crime 
statistics have little meaning 
for the average citizen... He 
appears less impressed with 
numbers and rates and trends 
than with the fact that there 
seem to be increasingly large 
sections of his city where he 
cannot walk safely even in day- 
light, much less at night, and 
that it is now dangerous in many 
communities for bus drivers to 
carry cash or for taxis to pick 
up fares in certain parts of 
town after dark . . . It has al- 
so prompted many citizens to 
arm themselves for self-pro- 
tection." 


— "Of the automobile acci- 


dents that account for 50,000 
deaths each year in the United 
States, there is evidence that 
a substantial number result 
from the psychological and phy- 
siological effects of alcohol up- 
on drivers, as well as from 
other factors in our culture 
and in the psychology of driving 
that promote an urge to viol- 
ence." 
The commission's startling 
views on political assassina- 
tions will be covered in a future 
column.

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Negro Gains Not Enough 


Tbs Not roos ha vs mads some gains In this country ovor tho past 
sovsral yoara. It can bo porsuaalvsly arguod that tho»# gains havs 
not boon enough either to satisfy tho American conscience or to 
avert further serious social unrest. 


This Is brought out by John Herbert of the New York Times In 
a detailed analysis at the situation. The recent efforts of Improve­ 
ment have helped many, but have done little or nothing for the 
great Negro masses both rural and urban. 


Thirty-four per cent of Negroes are below the poverty level, 
as against 10 per cent of the whites. Those 1967 figures should bo 
sot against those for 1960, which showed 59 per cent for Negroes 
and 18 per cent for whites. The poverty level Is defined by govern­ 
ment as below 99,935 a year for a non-farm family of four. 


The figures are analysed by Dr. Kenneth B. Clark, a specialist 
In urban conditions, for the Brookings Institution. Ghettollfe, says 
Clark, Is much the same as It was some years ago. Homicides 
and delinquency are higher than In other Northern areas. Over­ 
crowding Is on the Increase, with white resistance a barrier to 
betterment. Unemployment Is still high despite our general pros­ 
perity. 


There are now 22 million Negroes In the United States, com­ 
prising 11 per cent of the papulation. Any country with as large a 
disaffected element as that should — Indeed, must — take vigor­ 
ous, sustained and compassionate action todeal with the minority's 
special problems. The gains made by Negroes in recent years must 
be regarded as only the foundation for a structure of equal rights 
and opportunity.

of further ball. 


This letter agrees that if the 
law and dignity of the Court Is 
not faithfully upheld then chaos 
and un Jus tice rampant. 
The 
regular and terse factual re ­ 
ports in the Dally Newa testify 
to the efficiency and firm ness 
that characterizes this grati­ 
fying situation in our County, 
and In this we can take a degree 
of satisfatlon, feeling that much 
more secure in our homes and 
on our streets. This we would 
not change. However, there are 
a few other conditions found in 
this particular case which ought 
to Influence some of us more 
mature fathers and m others to 
recommend to our 
honored 
Judge a plea of mercy for the 
family.

Many Causes For Dizziness

THERE are few more dis­ 
tressing 
feelings 
than 
the 
whirling sensation of dizzi­ 
ness. Besides the unpleasant­ 
ness of imbalance, there is al­ 
most always a sick feeling in 
the pit of the stomach, with 
nausea and occasional vomit­ 
ing. The lack of stability on 
one's 
f e e t , 
plus fear and 
anxiety, 
en­ 
forces the diz­ 
ziness. 
The 
terror 
of 
repeated 
a t t a c k s of 
d i z z i n e s s 
p r o b a b l y 
s t e m s from 
the fact th at 
t h e 
victims 
always s e e m 
to feel this may mean an im­ 
pending stroke, a brain tu ­ 
mor, a cancer or the possible 
loss of hearing. In most in­ 
stances their fears are un­ 
founded. 
Each year I receive hun­ 
dreds of letters from readers 
who write with a sense of 
fear that they “m ight have 
Meniere’s disease.” I am con­ 
fused as to why this name 
has crept into the laym an’s 
description of dizziness and 
carried with it an extra bur­ 
den that Meniere's is a very 
dangerous condition. Perhaps 
we physicians are partially to 
blame, 
because 
the 
name 
Meniere’s has been used by 
some as a synonym for dizzi­ 
ness. It most definitely is not 
—and cannot be used to de­ 
scribe all of the many other 
causes of dizziness. 
Meniere's disease is a pe­ 
culiar condition named after 
the man who first described 
it more than a hundred years 
ago. At that time he spoke 
of a very special threesome 
of sudden violent attacks of 
dizziness and head noises, as­ 
sociated with 
chronic, 
pro­ 
gressive deafness. This, and 
this only, is Meniere's disease 
Now let me point out that 
there will be many readers 
who read these symptoms and 
say “that Is exactly w hat I 
have.” You will be wrong and 
unnecessarily frightened be­ 
cause the chances are not one 
In a thousand that you will 
be right. 
D i z z i n e s s is technically 
known as vertigo and must 


not be confused with head­ 
ache, faintness or other symp­ 
toms related to the head. Diz­ 
ziness Is a very definite feel­ 
ing or sensation that the per­ 
son is standing still and that 
objects are revolving around 
him. He may even feel that 
he is revolving around fixed 
objects or even falling for­ 
ward or backwards. 
The center of balance lies 
deep 
within 
the inner ear 
where there are three tiny 
sem icircular canals w h i c h 
constantly adjust to every po­ 
sition of the head or of the 
body. This sensitive balance 
mechanism can be disturbed 
by many abnormal conditions 
in any part of the body. This 
is im portant to remember. Be­ 
cause the center of balance is 
in the inner ear, it does not 
mean that disease is present 
in this area to account for 
all kinds of dizziness. 
Some of the causes may be: 
1. High and low blood pres­ 
sure. 
2. Allergies. 
3. Excessive intake of fluid 
and salt. 
4. Sudden rapid changes of 
position. 
5. Unusual r e a c t i o n s to 
drugs. 
6. Circulatory’ diseases and 
arteriosclerosis of the blood 
vessels, especially those in the 
brain. 
7. Excess tobacco, alcohol, 
and caffeine. 
8. Motion sickness in a car, 
plane or train. 
This is only a partial list 
of the causes of dizziness. 
Certainly there are also ear 
infections and eye disorders 
th at can produce these un­ 
pleasant attacks. It must be 
understood, therefore, that be­ 
fore dizziness can be treated, 
the 
exact 
cause 
must 
be 
found. 
Unnecessary 
f e a r s 
heighten emotional reactions 
and can cause dizziness. 
These columns are designed 
to relieve your fears about 
health through a better under­ 
standing of your mind and 
body. AU the hopeful netc ad­ 
vances is medicine reported 
here are known to doctors 
everywhere. 
Your individual m e d ie a l 
problems should be handled by 
your own doctor. He knows 
you best.

of mercy.*’ 


President Nixon’s inaugural 
address stressed “ we will lis ­ 
ten for the unheard voices.” 
Surely the unheard voices of 
many desperate little families 
groping for 
answers in the 
seething turmoil of the tim es 
are being reflected in the heart­ 
aches right here in our County 
Jail. Surely tnese are the times 
when we can remember the 
M aster’s “ Blessed are 
the 
m erciful, for they shall obtain 
m ercy.” The days are coming 
for us all when this prayer 
will be uppermost in our minds. 
What better moment presents 
Itself to the People of Tehama 
County? Earnestly and humbly, 
I move the Court’s mercy in 
this case—is there a second?

A ‘NEW* CHINA POLICY 
These words are written be­ 
fore the Center for the Study of 
Democratic Institutions releas­ 
es Its recommendations on a 
new China policy, but It Is safe 
to predict the thrust of those 
forthcoming recommendations 
— recognize Red China. 
The background of the m eet­ 
ing being held at Santa Barbara 
Is fascinating. Suppose that you 
were a prominent Japanese and 
you wanted, for whatever re a ­ 
son, to Induce the United States 
to alter Its China policy. What 
would you do? Whom would you 
consult? Your own government? 
The 
American 
ambassador ? 
Congressional leaders? 
The 
White House?W alter Llppman? 
No, 
for some r e a s o n , the 
prominent Japanese In question 
turned to the Center for the 
Study of Democratic Institutions 
which, obligingly, suspended Its 
work on a new Constitution for 
the United States (they call 
themselves, over at the Center, 
the New Founding Fathers, ho 
ho), In order to play host to the 
Japanese at a conference for the 
purpose of devising a “ New 
China Policy.” 
Invited 
to participate at the 
conference, and Indicative of 
just how exploratory the con­ 
ference will be, are: Senator 
Mark Hatfield, the progressive 
Republican; Senator John Sher­ 
man Cooper, the other progres­ 
sive Republican; Senator Eu­ 
gene McC arthy, the most prog­ 
ressive Democrat; Senator Ed­ 
ward Kennedy, the second most 
progressive Democrat; and, to 
keep those contentious people 
from tearing at each others' 
throats, Arthur Goldberg. Rep­ 
resenting the Center for the 
Study of Democratic Institutions 
we have, of course, preeminent­ 
ly Dr. Robert Hutchins and 
members of his staff, a typical 
specimen of which Is Profes­ 
sor Fred W arner Neal, who a 
few years ago was associated 
wtth the Committee of C orres­ 
pondents, which In seeking a new 
foreign policy for the United 
States, recommended unilateral 
disarmam ent. 
The Japanese visitors are an 
interesting lot. The most prom ­ 
inent member of the delegation 
is Mr. Allchiro Fujiyama, who 
until early In 1968 was Minis­ 
ter of Foreign Affairs. Mr. Fu­ 
jiyama 
resigned his post In 
order to campaign for the lead­ 


ership of the Liberal-Democrat 
Party which had he won It, would 
have put him automatically in 
line to become prime mini­ 
ster. Having diligently camp­ 
aigned for office, he arrived at 
the convention whose 400 dele­ 
gates elected not Fujiyama, but 
Sato. When thebaUotlng was an­ 
nounced, It transpired that Fuji­ 
yama had got one (1) vote, that 
Is to say his own. Some people 
wonder that he earned It. 
Another member of the Japan­ 
ese delegation Is Mr. Tokuma 
Utsunomlya, of the Association 
for 
the 
Promotion of Inter­ 
national Trade, which organiza­ 
tion has as Its single notice­ 
able objective Increasing trade 
with Red China. 
It all begins to sound like an 
operation does It not?But hold, 
there is more to come. The Na­ 
tional Committee 
on United 
States 
China 
Relations Inc., 
whose 120 members Include 
four showcase conservatives, 
aU the rest of them being gen­ 
tlemen whose China policy var­ 
ies from recognize -Red-China 
and pull out of Formosa, to a 
two-China policy (the extreme 
right wing). These folks are 
scheduling a conference of their 
own on a new China policy for 
March 20-21. 
If “ law and order" Is a code 
word for racism , I divulge the 
code word for let’s-recognize- 
Red-China. It appears In the 
statement of the National Com­ 
mittee’s Invitation to the March 
Conference, to wit, “ T heparti­ 
cipants will represent a spec­ 
trum of viewpoints on the var­ 
ious Issues involved In our re ­ 
lationships 
with China’s 700 
million people.’’ Anytime you 
see a reference anywhere to 
China’s having 700 million peo­ 
ple, believe me, that means we 
should 
recognize 
Red China. 
Try it. 
And who will be the principal 
dinner speaker at the March 
conference ? Senator 
Edward 
Kennedy: 
— fresh from his 
briefing in Santa Barbara. It 
does appear as though Senator 
Kennedy is being prepared to 
take 
the 
political leadership 
in the movement to change our 
China policy by repudiating our 
past policy. One wishes that 
these gentlemen, In advocating a 
new China policy, would address 
themselves to Mao tse-Tung, 
rather than to Robert Hutchins 
and Teddy Kennedy.

WASHINGTON — Probably the 
most sobering document P resi­ 
dent Nixon has found on hit desk 
Is a “ Procreas Report" on vio­ 
lence In America, depicting the 
country in the grip of a fury 
that has erupted on the campus­ 
es and exploded In the ghettoes, 
that stalks the streets and may 
even lie In wait for himself 
behind some dark window. 
The unpublished report, p re ­ 
pared by the National Com­ 
mission on the Causes and P re ­ 
vention 
of 
Violence, 
raises 
more questions than It answers. 
But seven task forces are stlU 
digging for the root causes of 
some of 
the most 
turbulent 
years In American history. 
In the past five years, the re ­ 
port points out; 
” 939 v i o l e n t urban out­ 
bursts, Involving 200,000p arti­ 
cipants, have resulted In nearly 
8,000 Injuries and 191 deaths, 
as well as hundreds of millions 
of dollars in property damage;” 
2. 370 civil rights dem onstra­ 
tions and 80 counterdemonstra­ 
tions have occurred, involving 
more than a million partici­ 
pants; 
3. Hundreds of student dem ­ 
onstrations “ have resulted In 
seizure of university facilities, 
police Intervention, riot, prop­ 
erty damage and even death’’; 
4. Anti-war 
protests “ have 
Involved some 700,000 parti­ 
cipants In cities and on campus­ 
es throughout the country.” 
The commission also cited the 
soaring crim e statistics, p ar­ 
ticularly the homicide rate, not­ 
ing; “ A dramatic contrast may 
be made between Manhattan Is­ 
land, with a population of 1.7 
million, which has more hom­ 
icides per year than aU of Eng­ 
land and Wales with a popula­ 
tion of five million. And New 
York's homicide rates are by 
no means 
the highest among 
American cities." 
Concludes 
the 
commission; 
“ The elimination of all vio­ 
lence In a free society Is im ­ 
possible. But the better control 
of Illegitimate violence In our 


democratic society la an urgent 
imperative and one within our 
means to accomplish." 


NIXON WILL COOL IT 
Even before President Nixon 
was sworn in, he had decided to 
devote his first 100 days to cool­ 
ing the passions that have In­ 
flamed the country. He will de­ 
liberately 
avoid 
controversy 
and conflict. In the language of 
the streets, he has told Inti­ 
mates he Intends to “ coed U.” 
The magnitud» of the head­ 
ache Nixon has Inherited If 
summarized In the report on 
violence which the commission 
submitted to President Johnson 
January 9, on the eve of his 
departure. 
We have obtained a bootleg 
copy of the report, which covers 
all forms of American vio­ 
lence from political assassi­ 
nations to highway accidents. 
Here are some highlights. 
_ “ The commission has heard 
testimony from student protest 
leaders who defend the legiti­ 
macy of violent law-breaking, 
and who urge that the right­ 
ness of the ends they seek and 
the ‘Illegitimacy’ of the present 
social order entitle them to op­ 
pose both prosecution and pun­ 
ishment. It has also heard a 
distinguished academician say 
that from the standpoint of the 
social 
order 
It Is unwise to 
prosecute and punish every act 
of civil disobedience." 
— “ Those who would violate 
valid laws to win rights they are 
now denied must stop to consi­ 
der how those rights can be p re­ 
served In a society where their 
opponents are free to follow 
the same course. One must ask 
whether any society can survive 
If its members rely on genu­ 
ine disobedience to law as a 
source of political energy.” 
— “ Those who believe In the 
rule of law cannot rest content 
with condemning those whose 
conscience commands them to 
defy the law. Law itself must 
be responsible to social change 
and to the correction of injus­ 
tice. Our legal system has not 
yet corrected the Injustices our 
society 
Inflicts 
on minority 
groups — If respect for law Is 
to sustain the social order, we 
need to sharpen the ability of the 
law to clear the paths to peace­ 
ful change.’’ 
— “ in a democratic society 
where ultimate power resides In

the people, accaas to ttw rasas 
media la essential for g rafía 
desiring peaceful social change. 
II Important, discontented seg­ 
ments of our society are denied 
the right tobe heard, subsequent 
resort 
to 
violence by these 
groups may be perhaps be ex­ 
pected. 
Moreover, 
if a high 
value seems to be placed by the 
media on conflict and drama, 
perhaps to attract the Urge au­ 
diences necessary to economic 
well-being, this may be a posi­ 
tive Incentive for group* to en­ 
gace in violence. Violence It­ 
self may thus become s medium 
of communications, a means of 
access to the market place of 
Ideas." 


YOUTH THE KEY? 
— “ The key to much of the 
violence In our society seems 
to He with the young. Our youth 
account for an ever-Increasing 
percentage of the population. 
The thrust of much of the group 
protest and collective violence 
— on the campus, In the ghet­ 
toes, in the streets — Is pro­ 
vided by our young people. It 
may be here, with tomorrow's 
generation, that much of the em ­ 
phasis of our studies and the na­ 
tional response should He.” 
— “ The Intricacies of crim e 
statistics have little meaning 
for the average citizen. . . He 
appears less Impressed with 
numbers and rates and trends 
than with the fact that there 
seem to be Increasingly large 
sections of his city where he 
cannot walk safely even In day­ 
light, much less at night, and 
that It Is now dangerous In many 
communities for bus drivers to 
carry cash or for taxis to pick 
up fares In certain parts of 
town after dark . . . It has a l­ 
so prompted many citizens to 
arm themselves for self-pro- 
tection." 
— “ Of the automobile acci­ 
dents that account for 50,000 
deaths each year In the United 
States, there is evidence that 
a 
substantial 
number result 
from the psychological and phy­ 
siological effects of alcohol up­ 
on drivers, as well as from 
other factors In our culture 
and In the psychology of driving 
that promote an urge to viol­ 
ence,” 
The 
commission’s startling 
views on political assassina­ 
tions will be covered in a future 
column.

Income Tax Surcharge Didn't 
Cut Down Workers' Spending

SACRAMENTO 
(AP)-T h e 


10 per cent federal income tax 
surcharge which went into ef- 
fect last July 1 cut the work- 
er's take-home pay, but it ap- 
parently didn't affect his in- 
clination to spend it.

nia spent a iccord $9.97 billion 
In the first three months after 
the tax was imposed. 


"It appears the people went 


Into their savings, or borrowed 
money to buy tilings," remarked 
John B. Marshall, senior sta- 
tistician in the research and 
statistics unit of the State Board 
of Equalization. 


"The surtax was supposed to 


cool down the economy," he 
said, b> reducing the wage 
earner's take-ho me pay. 


But the effects of the higner 


tax were offset in California by 
higher levels of employment, 
higher personal income and in- 
flation. 


The Board of Equalization's 


report tor the tnird quarter of 
1968, the July-September per- 
iod, shows taxable sales reach- 
ed a record $9,969,545,000 in 
the state—even greater than 
the final quarter of the year be- 
fore, wnich included the Christ- 
mas season. 
Figures aren't in yet for the 


final quarter of 1968, but Mar- 
shall said there are indications 
that the effect of the surtax on 
consumer spending began to ap- 
pear during the last three 
months of the year.

SACRAMENTO (AP)— Repub- 
licans took control of a major* 
Ity of the Assembly's 21 com- 
mittees today and sought to re- 
serve the power to challenge 
the Senate's Democratic lead- 
ership.

Monagan, R -Tracy, announced 
committee members Monday. 
The new lineup offers Gov. Rea- 
gan a better chance for passage 
of proposals to combat obscen- 
ity and campus disorders and to 
reform the state's tax struct- 
ure.
